SUGAR CONSUMPTION REQUIREMENTS AND QUOTAS FOR THE 
CALENDAR YEAR 1942 


‘Pursuant to the authority conferred upon the Secretary of Agri- 
culture under the Sugar Act of 1937, as amended, the following regu- 
lations are hereby prescribed, which shall have the force and effect 
of law and shall remain in force and effect until amended or super- 
seded by regulations hereafter made by the Secretary of Agriculture : 

Secrion 1. Consumption Requirements for 1942.—It is hereby 
determined, pursuant to Section 201 of the Sugar Act of 1937, as 
amended (hereinafter referred to as the “act”), that the amount 
of sugar needed to meet the requirements of consumers in the con- 
tinental United States for the calendar year 1942 is 6,666,890 short 
tons of sugar, raw value, and that, in order to make available that 
amount of sugar, a quantity of 8,032,074 short tons of sugar, raw 
value, is required as a consumption determination. 

Src. 2. Quotas for Domestic Areas.—(a) OricinaL QuoTas.— 
There are hereby established, pursuant to section 202 of the said act, 
for domestic sugar-producing areas, for the calendar year 1942, the 
following quotas:

suant to section 208 of the said act, for foreign countries, for the 
calendar year 1942, quotas for liquid sugar as follows:

Src. 7. Restrictions on Marketing and Shipment.—(a) For the 
calendar year 1942, all persons are hereby forbidden, pursuant to 
section 209 of the said act, from bringing or importing into the con- 
tinental United States from the Territory of Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
the Virgin Islands, the Commonwealth of the Philippine Islands, or 
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any foreign country, any sugar or liquid sugar after the quota for 
such area, or the proration of any such quota, has been filled. 

b) For the calendar year 1942, all persons are hereby forbidden, 
pursuant to section 209 of the said act, from shipping, transporting, 
or marketing in interstate commerce, or in competition with sugar or 
liquid sugar shipped, transported, or marketed in interstate or for- 
eign commerce, any sugar or liquid sugar produced from sugar 
beets or sugarcane grown in either the domestic beet sugar area or 
a mainland cane sugar area after the quota for such area has been 

Ned. 

Src. 8. Inapplicability of Quota Regulations——The regulations 
in this part shall not apply to (a) the first 10 tons, raw value, of 
sugar or liquid sugar imported from any foreign country, other than 
Cuba; (b) the first 10 tons, raw value, of sugar or liquid sugar im- 
ported from any foreign country, other than Cuba, for religious, 
sacramental, educational, or experimental purposes; (c) liquid sugar 
imported from any foreign country, other than Cuba, in individual 
sealed containers not in excess of 1/5 gallons each; or (d) any sugar 
or liquid sugar imported, brought into, or produced or manutfac- 
tured in, the United States for the distillation of alcohol, or for 
livestock feed, or for the production of livestock feed.

SUGAR CONSUMPTION REQUIREMENTS FOR THE CALENDAR YEAR 
1942 FOR THE TERRITORY OF HAWAII AND FOR PUERTO RICO 


By virtue of the authority vested in the Secretary of Agriculture 
by the Sugar Act of 1937, as amended, I, Paul H. Appleby, Acting 
Secretary of Agriculture, in order to carry out the powers vested in 
me by the said act, do hereby make, prescribe, publish, and give public 
notice of these regulations, which shall have the force and effect of law 
and shall remain in force and effect until amended or superseded by 
orders or regulations hereafter made by the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Src. 1. Consumption requirements and quotas—(a) OrtcinaL 
CONSUMPTION REQUIREMENTS.—It is hereby determined, pursuant to 
section 203 of the Sugar Act of 1937 (hereinafter referred to as the 
“aet”), as amended, that the amount of sugar needed to meet the 
requirements of consumers in the Territory of Hawaii for the calendar 
year 1942 is 39,124 short tons of sugar, raw value, and that the amount 
of sugar needed to meet the requirements of consumers in Puerto Rico 
for the calendar year 1942 is 83,782 short tons of sugar raw value. 

(b) OrterINaL LocAL CONSUMPTION QuoTAs.—There are hereby estab- 
lished, pursuant to section 203 of the said act, for local consumption 
in the Territory of Hawaii and in Puerto Rico, for the calendar year 
1942, the following quotas:
